His  second  wife  was  Jane  Richmond,  whom  he  married  in  1757.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Cyrus  Riclimond  and  granddaughter  of  Sylvester  Richmond,  who  became  a  Quaker  in 
England  at  the  time  of  George  Fox,  and  was  sent  to  America,  where  a  large  tract 
of  land  was  purchased  for  him  in  what  is  now  Rhode  Island  by  his  brother  Edward 
Riclimond,  then  Bisnop  of  London.  In  tide  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  Mrs. 
Bqwerman,  in  1797,  was  buried  from  the  home  of  her  scn-in-lav ,  Cornelius  Blount, 
and.  from  that  time  henceforth,  until  a  meeting  house  was  built,  Quaker  meetings 
were  held  at  this  house,  the  first  to  be  held  in  Prince  Ed#ard  County.  I chafed d 
Bowerman,  by  his  second  marriage,  had  a  large  family,  and  scon  after  his  death 
(which  occurred  in  Dutchess  County  in  1791),  many  of  his  children,  including 
Lvdia,  who  married  Cornelius  Blount,  emigrated  to  Prince  Edward  Count;/  and  settled 
on  either  side  of  the  present  site  cf  Bloomfiela,  locating  themselves  along  what 
is  now  called  the  main  road,  for  a  distance  of  five  miles.

BOAREMAN . 


The  family  of  BOARDMAN  takes  its  origin  fn  England,  from  WILLIAM,  surnamed 
"Le  Bois  de  Main"  or  "of  the  wooden  hand,"  a  Norman  follower  of  William  the  Con- 
queror. This  WILLIAM  had  a  grant  of  two  knight's  fees  of  land  in  the  Co.  of 
£  if  folk,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  Lomesda.y  Book.  From  this  family  descended  bir 
Andrew  Boardman,  the  favourite  of  King  Henry  VIII  who  gave  him  in  marriage  the 
hand  of  his  ward,  Lady  Katherine  Howard,  daughter  of  the  Larl  of  Berkshire  and 
ultimately  sole  heiress  of  her  father.  Lady  Katherine  was  first  cousin  to  Queen 
Katherine'  and  niece  to  tne  Duke  of  Norfolk.  During  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
two  of  the  sons  of  Sir  Andrew  Boardman  hela  command  under  the  Earl  of  Leicester 
in  the  expedition  to  Ireland  against  the  Desmond,  and  one  of  them  having  a  grant 
of  forfeited  lands  in  that  country,  settled  there  and  was  the  ,  rc,,enitor  of  the 
family  of  that  name  in  Ireland.  The  English  branch  of  the  family  now  reside  in 
Suffolk. 

Arms:      Argent,  a  chevron  vert  bordered,  gules  ducally  gorged  and  chained  or.  The 
arms  of  Boardman  are  quartered  with  those  of  Howard  in  right  of  the 
wife  of  Sir  Andrew.  By  this  marriage  they  are  descended  from  Edward 
the  Confessor,  Hugh  Capet  King  of  France  and  Rudolph  the  first  Emperor 
of  Germany .
